Precious 
is the freight—the living freight carried on to us by 
ship or rail—radiant in health, buoyant in spirit, full 
of anticipated enjoyment of that holiday which comes 
only to youth. We long for the presence of those 
who are to push us from our stools, and to whose 
keeping our fair name is to be entrusted. Gentle, 
and yet anxious, will be the questioning. What has 
been done? What has been left undone ? How 
much better are they fitted now to endure the stern 
realities of life, than if Providence had taken us from 
them along year ago? Nor will they be alone. 
This is a season when friends who seldom meet greet 
each other once again. Old estrangements are for- 
gotten, and Christmas is a season of mutual forgive- 
ness as well as endearment. 80 vast is the debt 
we all owe to the Babe born in a manger that, 
in comparison with it, those troubles which 
wotry life sink into insignificance, and all is forgotten 
except that memorable song, “ Peace on earth, good- 
will to man.”

by Dr. Murray, in reading and writing ; by Mr. Walker, pro- 
fessor of music; by Mr. Heidleman, bandmaster of Ist Royal

To-:jay there is only one 
boy inbed. Since last Christmas 101 boys have left the insti- 
tution, having enlisted into the service, making upwards of 700 
brouglit up in the institution who are at present serving in 
the army. I have many and pressing applications from the 
commancing officers regiments, begging me to send to 
them boys from this school, but the supply 1s not nearly equal

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DUBLIN AND DROGHEDA RAILWAY COM- 
PANY. 

A special general meeting of the sharcholders of the 
above company was held yesterday, at the Terminus, 
Amiens-st, at one o'clock, “ For the purpose of submitting 
to the proprietors the expediency of secking l’arliamen- 
tary powers for extending the line of railway from hells 
to the town of Oldcastle, in the county of Meath.” 

The chair was taken by the chairman of thecompany, 

J. W. MrnLANp, Esq. 

Mr. J. P. Culverweil, secretary, read the advertise 
ment convening the meeting. 

rhe Chairman said he regretted that the attendance 
at the meeting was so very small. Ile was, however, 
aware that some of their English directors and some of 
their shareholders had been kept away by illness, and 
also by the severity of the weather. It might be as- 
sumed that the shareholders, being aware of the meeting, 
its nature and object, were not indisposed to 
leave the matter in the hands of the direc- 
tors—to trust to their judgment in its manage- 
went—otherwise they would have assembled more 
numerously, for the purpose of giving expression to 
their opinions. The advertisement which had been read 
explained the object of the meeting. He might, hov- 
ever, state that it was a special general mecting for the 
purpose of considering the propricty of extending their 
line from Kells to Oldcastle. It was scarcely necessary 
for him to say that the directors of the Drogheda Com- 
pany have always been unwilling to increase the capi- 
tal expenditure of the company to any extent they could 
possibly avoid; and, as a proof of this, he might men- 
tion, that during the twelve or thirteen years that had 
elapsed since they obtained the Act of Parliament to 
extend the line from Navan to Kells, there had been no 
application on their part to Parliament for any ex- 
tension. Though there was this reluctance on the 
part of the directors to extend the capital expen- 
diture of the company, they at the same time felt 
that where further railway accommodation was required 
in the country, and where a reasonable probability ex- 
isted of its giving a fair return for the money expended, 
it was better that that accommodation should be af- 
forded by existing and established companies, than that 
new companies should be called into operation for the 
purpose of supplying it. It was better for the existing 
companies, because they thereby avoided that injurious 
competition which was sure to arise where there 
were two or three distinct companies in the one dis- 
trict ; and it was better for the public, inasmuch as the 
accommodation afforded by old and established compa- 
nies would be better and cheaper than they could get 
trom newly-established company. An established 
company had in their employment a well-trained staff 
of officers, its engineers, and establishments for main- 
taining and repairing its rolling stock, aud was, there- 
fore, in all these respects, enabled to afford rail- 
way accommodation considerably cheaper than it could 
be afforded by a new company. They could also carry 
out their undertakings more promptly, and work them 
more efficiently, than they were likely to be worked by 
new companies. Therefore, the directors, looking at the 
proposed extension from Kells to Oldcastle in this point 
of view, and having bestowed upon it that attention 
which it deserved, they had come to the conclusion that 
it was a legitimate and natural extension, which they 
should recommend to the favourable consideration of 
the shareholders. The proposed line would run from 
Kells through the valley of the Blackwater for about six 
miles and a half, and thence proceed along the margin 
of a small stream to Oldcistle. The length ot the line 
would be twelve miles and three quarters. It had 
been caiefully surveyed—the plans had been 
duly prepared and lodged in Parliament, and all 
the necessary steps taken, so far as they could be taken, 
to enable the company to prosecute the bill in the next 
session of Parliament. ‘The country through which the 
proposed line passed was one most favourable for the 
construction of a railway. The gradients were, per- 
haps, as good as any to be found in the country—the 
worst 1 to 200. The works to be done on it were 
mi co and the estimate made by Mr. Blacke- 
son was slightly under £6,000 a mile. From what he 
had seen of the country, and contrasting his knowledge 
ot other works similarly circumstanced, he had no doubt 
that if they obtained the Act of Parliament, they would 
be able to construct the line within that estimate. He 
had next to inform the meeting how it happened that 
this matter was brought under the consideration of 
the directors. The Drogheda Steampacket 
Company had their attention directed to a 
extension from Kells to Cvotelill and Cavan, 
and they came to the directors of the Drogheda Company, 
to ask their advice about this extension, and whether it 
to support.

‘The illness of Prince Jerome, the Iumpe- 
ror’s uncle, renders the literal carrying out of this usage 
impossible, and, though [ am glad to say the Prince is 
better, yet his convalescence may be long, and it would 
be highly inconvenient if the Austrian Anibassador 
should be debarred from making official acquaintance 
with his agreeable colleagues till then. I. Walewski is

I have received the following letter from Pesth, under 
date the 15th inst. :— 

„The Protestants of the ‘cirele’ on the right side of 
the Danube,’one of the eirí ‘circles into which Hungary 
is divided for ecclesiastical as well as political purposes, 
have just held a meeting in the greit I'rotestant 
Church of this city to protest against the Imperial 
Patent of the Ist of September, which rogulates the 
exercise of [Protestant worship, and which propcses, 
among other ti.ings (for appareatly no other reason than 
to create inconven‘euce aud annoyance), to partition the 
eight circles into twelve. This meeting was a most 
numerous one, upwards of 3,000 persons bciug collected 
in the church, and many more being unable to obtain 
admission. As usaal in Hungary, it had twochairmen, a 
clergyman an la lay man, the Rev. Mr. Fo lor and Count 
G. Raday, and as usual, too, it was opencd and closed 
with prayer. Several cloqucit speeches, denouncing the 
Imperial Patent as a wanton encroachmert on the rights 
and privileges of i’rotestants, were delivered, and eventu— 
ally resolutions, sulemuly protesting against the Patent, 
were unanimously: greed to. A deputation consisting of 
three clergymen and three laymen the Revs. Messrs Fodor, 
Torok, and File, and Counts Hhaday, Teleky, and. Sar- 
kozy—was besides appointed to carry up the protest to 
the Austrian Emperor at Vienna. But the Viennese 
authorities in this citv, alarmed at the demonstration, 
have resolved not to allow the deputation to leave, 
Obliged to assign some reason for their procceding, 
they have mace their official journal, the Budapest 
Hirado, rive, in its number of this day, u very curious 
one—namely, that as the Imperial Patent divides Hun- 
gary ecclesiastically into twelve instead of cight circles, 
the‘ circle on the right of the Danube.’ which the Pro- 
testant meeting represented, has no longer any legal 
existence, and, consequently, the meeting was not legal 
(or, as the phrase goes here, was not ‘a superintenden- 
tial convent’) but was simply a prayer meeting! A 
prayer meeting. no doubt. but one which, nevertheless 
shows that the Ilungarians are animated bv the same 
spirit as that which cxcited their fathers, for the sake of 
the faith, to resist persceution 

In addition to the assembly at Pesth, me 
in numbers, and important from the pos tion of any of 
the personages attending them, have been held in the 
counties of Dars, Nograd, Dekes, and Zaba;: and at 
them, likewise, rcesulutions denouncing te Imperial 
Patent have been passed. The Bucape ti HMirado will 
perhaps declare that these also were * oly praser meet- 
ings,’ but the declaration will not prevent the Austrian 
Cabinet from quaking in its shoes ai the firm and re-

general indignation, the said authorities put forth as an 
excuse for their conduct that one of the standing regu- 
lations of the Government is that the remains of a 
deceased person shall never be removed, except on the 
express demand of his family. ‘Lhese cunsing authori- 
ties knew that the only surviving member ot Kisfabudy's 
family is an officer in the Austrian army ; and they 
calculated that he would aot care to incur thie displeasure 
of his superiors by der auding the removal. But, lo! 
this very officer, thirking that the duty of every 
Hungarian at this moment is to svinpathise with his 
countrymen, aud to disregard the vengeance with 
which the Viennese people may visit him for so doin, 
formally requested pormussion to have the remains taken 
from one cemetery to the other! ‘The Austrian au- 
thorities were at first stricken with dismay : but their 
usual cunning soon prompted them what todo. They 
gave their consent to the removal, and appointed the 
ceremony to take pluce yesterday. But in the dead of 
the night} preeding they themselves iad removed the 
mortal remains of the dramatist ; and when, at the up- 
pointed time, the friends and admirers of the deceased 
assembled, they were shown the empty tomb, and told 
to go away. No sooner was this wenn trick known in 
the city—and the news of jt spread like wilifire—thana 
multitude of peop! cof all ranks immediately flocked to 
the cemetery, and literally buried the new tomb of the 
dramatist beneath fowcrs. A vast crowd lo hurricd 
to the Catholic Cathedral, and there had a solemn mass 
celebrated for the repose of the soul of the Ceceased. 


„The Transylvanians, like the Hungarians, seem de- 
termined to let pass no opportunity of manifesting their 
antipathy to the Austrian regime, and their determina— 
tion to regain the political rights of which Austria has 
deprived them.

anything of the kind, unless authorised by their fellow- 
citizens by means of a free election, In consequence,

THE UNITED STATES. 

New Yonx, Dec. 7.— Congress met the day before 
yesterday, and jumped at once into the mid- 
die of the slavery question. In the 
Virginia senators moved for an inquiry into 
the Brown invasion at Harper's Ferry, and the 
scizure of the national arsenal there. The Republicans 


upon the arsenal at Liberty, in Missouri, to furnish therm 
with arms against the Free State party in Kansas. The 
debate, which was not finished when the Senate adjourned 

terday, was bitter and personal. The Southern 
— senators took the ground that it was 
the duty of the Federal Government to protect the 
Statcs, and if Congress were not disposed to afford that 
protection the South would take care of itself.

publicans replied, disclaiming all sympathy with Browu's

invasion, and courting the proposed investigation, 
if the two investigations can be conducted together. 
In the other House, after a single ballot for Speaker, 
in which the votes of all parties were much scattered, 
the Southern representatives struck off at once upon the 
same tack. All attempt at an organisation seems to be 
abandoned until gentlemen can deliver themselves of 
what they have to say about Old Browa, Several of 
the Republican members, including their candidates for 
Speaker, having joined fn recommending for circulation 
a political pamphlet which the slaveholders regard as 
incendiary, and inviting an attack upon their property, 
the latter have introduced a resolution, that the doc- 
trines and sentiments of the book are incendiary and 
hostile to the domestic peace an tranquillity of the 
country, and that nomember who recommended or en- 
dorsed it is fit to be the Speaker of the House. This 
preliminary motion, which opens all the old sores, is 
now under discussion. The Administration party hope 
by means of it to concentrate Southern and 
Conservative views, so as to sccure a Democratic 
Speaker. 

The municipal election held yesterday in. New York 
for the choice of mayor and aldermen had some of the 
interest of a national contest. Ordinarily the primary 
mectings held by various parties for the selection of 
candidates fur the free and independent voters to piss 
upon are so judiciously managed that the culy question 
submitted to the public is whether this or that set of 
contractors shall take some two or three millions a year 
out of the purse of the taxpayers in the form of jobbing 
contracts. I fancy that the municipal governments 
are pretty much thesame thing the world over, whether 
the Democratic principle ot rotation in otlice prevails, 
as in New York ; or whether the offices be secured by 
a better tenure, as in London. Yet, making all due 
allowance for rival claims, I think that New York stands 
pre-eminent among the principal commercial citics ot 
the world for maladministration of public affairs. It 
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has an unequalied water front upon two superb 
rivers, with a tide of only six fect; and 
yet it is without a dock worthy of the name. 


Its commerce is carricd on over miserable wooden 


piers, rotting and crumbling away by the weight 
of the goods put upon them, or its shipping 
lies exposed in the stream. The island upon 


which it is situated is narrow, with a crowning ridge in 
the centre running longitudinally with it. The dis- 
tance on cither side to the river is not much more than 
fron: Temple-bar to Charing-eross. One would think 
that bad sewerage and dirty streets ought to be unknown, 
and yet ic would be difficult to find a large town more 
marked for either.

Nothing makes a harderor better 
pavement than this rock, and yet nearly ali the town is 
paved wiih rough cobble-stones. But these sliort- 
couings are oonfined to one side of the account. On the 
other side the show of municipal taxation does great 
eredit to the wealth of the city. The taxes and assess- 
ments amount to about 2 per cent. of the gross valaa- 
tion, Paney such a measure of taxation upon an estate 
yielding 5 percent. per annum.

A hum 
of general approbation, that tribute so gratifying to an 
artiste, was heard from all sides at every pause, and at 
the close of the air the long and enthusiastic applause 
that followed left no doubt of the position of the new 
tenor. His success was decided and complete. The other 
great tests for the singer in this opera are the famous 
Di quella Piva, and the beautiful Miserere. The frst 
was given by M. Giuglini with a thrilling power which 
has never been surpassed, if equalled, in Paris, and 
the latter with a pathos and sweetness the effect 
of which it is difficult to describe. Tosum up, Giu- 
glini appeared to make the part completely his own, 
and the warmth of the plaudits which followed every 
scene. rendered his entire so‘ree; with its constantly re- 
peated recalls, a succession of triumphs. In the duo 
with Graziani, Madame Penco took the public by sur 
prise by the vigour and excellence of her execution, and 
fairly divided the applause, so liberally bestowed, with 
the favourite baritone. Mme. Borghi-Mamo, Graziani, 
aud Angelini resumed their old characters, and, notwith- 
stauding the drawback occasioned by the absence of 
Mme. Penco, this favourite opera never went off with 
more brilliant success. * Two subsequent performances 
have fully confirmed the favour of Giugliai, who has 
thus at once sprung to the height of Parisian popularity.

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MR. MICHAEL J. BARRY. 

Mr. Michacl Joseph Barry has written a second letter, 
showing that the temporal power of the Pope is un- 
worthy of the support of Irish Roman Catholics. He gives 
a complete history of the Legations, and concludes with 
the following :— 

Let it be remembered that I advocate no active in- 
terference in behalt of the Pope’s revolted subjects ; if 
he can eompel them to return to their allegiance let 
him do so. It is no light matter to disturb and disor- 
ganise society, even with the honest desire to achieve 
useful results, and mankind, on the whole, act wisely in 
azrecing that those who do so unsuccessfully shall pay the 
penalty of theirrashness. It is a security—perhaps a ne- 
cessary one—for trarquillity and social order. But the 
power of well-constituted Governments is always sufil- 
cient to dispense with forcign aid. Ifa Statecannot rely on 
its own resources to suppress insurrection, it must be in 
the wrong, for it has on its side all the advantages of 
prestige and of authority, and none of the risks or 
disadvantages of revolt. It is sought to establish 
rome analogy between the case of Ireland and that of 
the Romagna. What is the evidence that we find of 
this analogy ? The Legations elect 124 representa- 
tires, who unanimously repudiate the Guvernment of 
the Pope; Ireland elects 105 representatives, of whom 
not a dozen can be got to condemn even those acts 
of British legislation that are alleged to be most 
injurious to her. Ireland shows all the institutions 
of a free State; the Romagna was ground to the 
dust in eervitude. Ireland has not cne foreign 
soldier op her soil; the Romagna has groaned 
for ten years under foreign military rule. But it 
would be ludicrous to continue the comparison. I am 
amazed at the hardihood that can assert, I pity the 
ignorance that can acknowledgo,a resemblance between 
the position of the two. Sixty years ago, when ‘law 
and order’ were maintained by the triangle and al- 
lows, the condition of our island might have somewhat 
resembled that of the Legations under Papal rule; bat 
not since then. Are Irishmen, then, to sympathise with 
the Pope? are they t help in crushing the liberty of 
the Legations ? ‘That is their affair, not mine. I speak 
not of the poor, untutored serf, sent from his ploug |: 
or harrow to shout at the great county mecting, in the 
belief that he discharges a high religions obligation : 
but of the Roman Catholic gentleman, who has been 
taglit to use the faculties that God has given him to dis 
tinguish between right and wrong—between justice and 


injustice. Ifthe nations of the world conclude that Ire- 
land has given her sanction to the continuance 


of Papal misrule in Italy, it is on them 
that the shame will rest. If, indeed, they deny 
the misrule, the case is different; but the denial must 
rest on something more than vague asscrtion and empty 
rhetoric. ‘They must advance something positive in reply 
to the positive allegations of well-known and honourable 
men. Ifthey can do so, let us, by all means, hear what 
they have tosay. As yet we have heard nothing bat 
specious fallacies and fanatical rant. Let no Irish Catho- 
lie excuse his treason to free principles, in taking part 
with the Pope, on the ground of religious obligation. 
Religion has no concern with the question at issue. 
Christianity asked noSwiss Guardsor Aust: ian bayonets 
to found it. Catholicism defied the legions of Imperial 
Rome. What has apetty Italiaw principality to do with 
the stability of an enduring fabric? Men's consciences 
must auswer— Nothing. And it is cowardice, complais- 
ance, or custom, that makes them partics to proceedings 
in which they cannot believe, and at their complicity in 
which they ought to blash.” 


ENGLISH RAILWAYS. 

The effects of the Railway Peace settled by the Con 
gress held in Euston-square are beginning to be felt and 
appreciated by the prospects of improved dividends and 
restored confidence. Why such an internecine warfare 
should have been so long allowed to be waged by the 
directors is a marvel; it reduced the stock ot the 
London and North Western from £240, at which it once 
stood, to below par, and raised the Great Northern, 
Midland, agg Lancashire and Yorkshire, from a heavy 
discount to a premium ; and what is still more remark- 
able is the fact that the London and North Western always 
had a military man as general manager, instead of a com- 
mereial practical head ; the chairman for years was an 
eminent banker, whose time the details of the banking 
account would naturally engross, rather than of the 
working details of the line he presided over. This sys- 
tem has been all changed, and now we find two noble- 
men presiding over the London and Nerth Western and 
ag Western working iu perfect harmony and god 

th. 

With bat few exceptions, the chief revenues are de- 
rived from goods, and not passenger traffic and that from 
the latter source is contributed by the second and third 
class, and not by the upper ten thousand.

Mr. inquired whether any answer had been 
received from the Collector-General, in reference to the 
resolution which had been come to on that day week 
the board, to ope that certain accounts sh ould 
furnished by ? 

The Clerk said that no written answer had been re- 
ceived from the Collectof-General, but that he had been 
there himself. 2 

Mr. Dooley said he opposed the reception of any con- 
versation that might have taken place between him and 
the Finance Committee. It was quite reasonable that 
they should expect a written answer to their communi- 
cation. = 

Mr. J. Norwood said he was of the same opinion as 
Mr. Dooley. The Collector-General had been treated : 
with great courtesy by the board, and they had a right 
to expect a written reply to their communication. 

Mr. Dooley thought it would be better for all pur- 
poses that such a reply should be got, and he would, 
therefore, suggest to the Fiaance Committee that the 
purport of the conversation which took place between 
them and the Collector-General should not be stated till 
they had received it. 

Mr. Arkin, wished to know from Mr. Dooley whether 
he was a member of the Finance Committee ? . 

Mr. Dooley said he was. 

Mr. Arkin then observed that he considered it very 
bad taste, under such circumstances, on his part to act 
as he was doing. It was not right that he should make 
an attack upon the Collector-General in his absence. 

Mr. Dooley denied the imputation. He never made 
an attack upon that officer, nor was it his intention to 
do so. 

Mr. Dixon—Of course it is not. 

Mr. Dooley then referred to the proceedings of the 
board, in relation to the obtaiument of the desired in- 
formation from the Collector-general. On the 8th Dee, 
the board had requested him to state his reasons for the 
discrepancies between the rates collected in December, 
1858. and in December, 1859. He had moved a resolu- 
tion upon the subject, and Captain Lindsay had moved 
an amendment, the wording of which “was considered 
more cautious than that of his resolution. Well, he had 
assented to it, and: they had received a letter from the 
Collector-General, which was read that day week, and 
which did not give the explanations sought for. Ile was 
not aware whether Captain Lindsay had seen that 
letter, for he believed he had not attended the board 
that day week. 

Captain Lindsay said he had seen the letter in ques- 
tion. 

Mr. Dooley—Well, the only explanation given in that 
letter of the deficiency existing is this, that the duties 
which usu: Hy devolved upon two collectors have been 
lately thrown upon the shoulders of one, owing to the 
sickness of the other collector. He (Mr. Dooley) consi- 
dered that a very poor explanation of the matter. I. 
one of the collectors was ill, it was a very curious way 
of transacting public business to throw his duties upon 
the shouldera of another collector, who was occupied 
with the business of one of the largest wards in the 
union. 

Mr. Arkins—Is that statement correct? 

The Chairman — Why, it is merely,a matter of opinion, 
Mr. Dooley thinks so. 

Mr. Dooley—I may be wrong in making that statement, 
but I believe it, and I think I am not going beyond the 
bounds of legitimate discussion in making it. 

The Chairman—I am in a position to state, if neces- 
sary, what took place at the meeting between the Fi- 
nance Committee and the Collector-General. But if 
we want a written communication, and are not willing 
to accept that which the Collector-General has alread) 
made, I think it would be much better to wait for it 
before we discuss the subject further. 

Mr. Thorp—And, probably, the Collector-General did 
not think that a written communication would be re- 
quired from him, after the explanation le made to the 
Finance Committee, on ‘Tuesday. 

The Chairman—If that was not deemed satisfactory 
and sufficient, we certainly should have told him so, and 
that we would not accept such a reply. 

Mr. Dooley said that the Finance Committee made ny 
communication to the Collector-General, and that he had 
no right to do so. He had a riglit to have sent a written 
communication tothe board. What occurred between hit: 
and the committee was a matter of conversation, and it 
was for the sake of the Collector-General himself that 
he did not wish it to be repeated, fur in doing so a 
different version of it might be given. 

Mr. Dixon—There can be no doubt that it 
better to have the communication in writing. 

Mr. Dooley— The fact is, the Cotlector-General was 
perfectly mistaken in his figures. ‘The real dii- 
ference between the collections in 1858. and 
1859 is not, as he stated, £530, but £1,160. That lam 
ready to verify, and I make the statement from the 
written documents supplied by the Collector-Generai 
himsclf, all of which I have gone over. ‘The real defi 
ciency on the Ist December, was £1,160, and the deti- 
ciency at the preseut day is £1,080. Mr. Dooley con- 
cluded his remarks by reading a resolution embodying 
the above statement, and imperatively urging upon thé 
Collector-General, the necessity ot displaying more 
eflicieney in the collection of the rates. 

Mr. Dixon said he concurred generally with the re- 
marks of Mr. Dooley, but he hoped he would alter hi: 
resolution a little. As the board generally had not been 
as assiduous as Mr. Dooley in the investigation of the 
accounts, it would not be right to pledge them to his 
statement, though it was, probably, quite correct. Ile 
therefore thoughtit would be better to word the resolution 
so as to require a further explanation from the Collector- 
General in relation to his figures, and to state that il 
was the opinion of a member of the board that the dis- 
erepancies between the collections for the two years was 
not merely 4580, but double that eum. Let him, 
therefore be asked for a statement in writing of thy 
amount s collected in the last two years. 

The Chairman—It should be also borne in mind that 
the Collector-General said that the collection on the Ist 
January next would be fully equal to that on the Ist of 
last January. 

Mr. Arkins protested against the whole proccedin.zs 
as quite irregular, and contended that the explanation 
given by the Collector-General should be considered sa- 
tisfactory. 

After some further remarks from Mr. Dixon and Dr 
Brady, 

Mr. Dooley adopted Mr. Dixon's suggestion, and read 
his amended resolution as follows :— 

That the Collector-General be apprized that it has 
been stated hy one of the members of this board tha! 
the real deficiency in the collection of this year, as com- 
pared with that of 1858, to December in each year, is 
nearly double that stated in the Collector-Gencral’s 
letter; and that the urgent necessity by which the 
board is pressed for money to mect the necessary ex- 
penditure of the establishment renders it imperative 
upon them to urge the Collector-General to a more effi- 
cient collection of the outstanding rates. That they 
also request an explicit reply to the communication of 
the th December inst., and that the accounts asked for 
by them, on the 14th inst., may be furnished them with 
as little delay as possible.“ 

Mr. Ingram bore testimony to the courteous manner 
in which the Coilector-General had attended the mect- 
ing of the Finance Committee. He brought several 
papers and documents with him, and appeared quite dis- 
posed to give every explanation in his power in refe- 
rence to the matters alluded to by Mr. Dooley. It was 
evident, however, that the Finance Committee were able 
to point out sotve inaccuracies on his part, and which he 
admitted to some extent, at all events, but which he said 
were clerical errors, and such as might occur in 
banks, or the besi-regulated establishments. The 
committee were not unanimous in expressing 
their satisfaction at his explanation, for they were all 
pretty sure that some errors had been made, and that the 
Collector-General, seeing that state of feeling, had offered 
to mect Mr. Dooley the next day (Thursday), and give 
him every explanation whieh could be afforded by the 
fullest investigation of books and documents.

ROLLS COURT—Yesterpay. 
Sherlock v. De Bagancourt. 

The petition in this case prayed that the respondent, the 
Baroness De Basoncourt, might be compelled specifically to 
perform an agreement for a lease of 31 years. The agreement 
was alleged to have been contained in a letter, addressed to 
the petitioner by Mr. G. R. Reynall, the agent of the respon- 
dent. ‘The respondent alleged that the letter had been acci- 
dentally lost in the town of Navan, but that there was a copy 
of it which had been given to Mr. Revnall. The lands, the 
subject of the lease, were those of Killeavy and Kish, in the 
county of Meath, containing 125 acres. Counsel, on behalf 
of the respondent, denied the existence of the agreement; and 
further, that if the agent had ever promised to make the 
lease, he had no power to do so.
